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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

controlling access rights to sets of data, classified in class 707, subclass

II. Claims 34-37, 74, drawn to method for exchange information in a private 
network, classified in class 709, subclass 232. 

III. Claims 67, 69-70, 120-121, drawn to a hub processor for remote data 
accessing, classified in class 709, subclass 217. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination of group I has separate utility 
such as controlling access rights to a set of data in a computer, while subcombination of 
group II has separate utility such as method for exchange information in a private 
network. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
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allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR
